After that come n number of possibilities,
sucn as Palmer of 1llinois, Vilas of Wiscon
sin and Dickinson ot Michigan, but under no
clroumstances does Mr, Cleveland want
Gray. Hefeels now as he did in 1584 and
1858, when hea snid that no ticket having
Gray on it could carry Now York or New
Jersoy on mccount of the Indiann ex-gov-
ernor's well known know-nothine record.

In 1888 the friends of Gray had almost
porsunded the party managers (o allow the
ticket to be Cleveland and Ciray, but about
threo weoks before the St Louls convention
wns hold Mr, Clevelnnd put his foot down
omphatieally and had Sonator Gorman, Con-
prossman Willinm L. Seott and a few othor
loaders Hterally drag Gray off the vice pros-

T'here is intense lndiguntion in Wastingtlon
AMONE westorn N[Iuﬂllcﬂll COBErasstiaen over
the outrageous cutting down of appropria-
tlons for making surveys of publio lands.
Holman's committes on appropristions have
cut the entire appropriation for surveyiog
public lauds down to 100,000, of which §30,
000 must be used for the examination of sur-
veys, The first session of the last congress,
republican fu both houses, appropriated #H20,-
000 for surveying publie luuds, At the sce-
ond session of thal congress as much morve
was sppropristed, and yet that awmount

grogating over §100,000, fell far short oi
Lhe réquireineutsa. The present house culs
the amount down to the nominsl sum of §i,-
W for surveys, Hepresentative Wilson of
Washinglon state says tbhere ave now 10,000
squatiers oo lands 1o bis stete ulone walting
for '}apmprtlllom 0 be made. Nevraska,
the Dakotss, Mionesola and othor siates are
haviog the same oxperlence, A conferonce
of the reorosoutatives from the wwelve or
thirteen publie land states will be bela to
provide some way by which tolmanand his
cheese parors may be forced to iucvrease the
enpropristion for surveys,

No Favors for Alllance Members.

It is pot believed that balf of the present
farmers' allinnce representation lu the house
will be relurnea this fall. As was poloted
out in these dispatches some time ago, uone
of the nine or ten alilance members lave ac-
complished anytulog lo this cougress. They
bave lost all sight of local legislation and de-
voled themsolves to hobbles which they have

upon lavestigation found Lo pe based upon a |

misinterpretation of the facts, Unfortunataly
all of the allinnee membors come from sections
baving many local interesta Lefore congross,
public bulldine bills, river and harbor im
provemoents, clmims of wvarlous kinds, ete.,
and experionce fn this congross nas taupht
tho fuct that the alliance mombers hero now
are utterly and wholly nnnbie to apoly them-
selves Lo uny praciical subject, 'l‘ha_\' want
to talk on tho floors of the two houses all tho
time and do no nctual work, while thelr con
stitusncy waal them, while advocating these
hotbles which can never pass, to look after
loeal bills,

1Me allidanco members and sonators are not
aecopted oy either of the other political pur
ties in congress, although they want 1o work
with tho demovcrats, apd henea they gol nho
favors iu congress or the dopartments,
‘whus when their presont terms expire thay
will bave nothing to show for thelr palns, It
is argued by these men in self defense that
they ars hore as missionavies to Inculests
specinl dootrings, but the reports (rom thole
districts show that some work ls axpeoted
of them, and the experlinent of sonding moen
to do nothing haa been a costly fallure, as
the districts have fallen far behind those
which have had actual reprasentation in ¢on-
gress,

Appearances Were Docelving.

Proceedings In the house during tha past
four orfive days nave demonstrated two
faots contrary 10 conditions whnich have
been  represonted by the democeats,
The first i3 that the Reed rules which gov-
ernaid the last house and which wera deoried
£0 bitterly by the democrats, are absolutely
necersary o order toaccomplish business,
no matter how large n margin the majority
mav have, And the second s that Speaker
Crisp s not the smooth, polished gantleman,
atnll times, which his followers urged he
was whon they wore running him against
Mr. Mills,

It is a very woll known fact that when the
present committeo on rules reported the
presont code to the house thav told their
democratic friends that they had incorporated
all of the one man power found in the Reed
rules witbout putting it in the offensive form
which the authority was given in the old
rules, Too trio of Bourbons, Ursp, Me-
Millin aud Catehings, who counstitute the
committos on rules in reality, wore bold
enouph in their work. They dia not give the
speaker the power to count a guorum, forthe
slmplo reason Lhat it was not necessary, when
the democratic majority was so larg., that a
number of them, equal to the entirve army of
republican members, could absant thomselves
and yet the domocernts would have a majority
of tha house, To count @ (quorum Wwas
altogether unnecessary, othorwise 1 Lknow
the quorum counting feature would bave
bean naopted,

They Were Prepared for Emergencies,

But the threo members named covered
this and all other poiuts by iuvestivg the
committeo on rules witn authority to bring
in & rule at any vme which would lmit
debate, force o vole upon any measure at o
eiven time, compul the attendsnce of mem-
pers, and, in short, accomplish anything
which the Heed roles nccomplished, 'I'he
rule so reported is not debatable, and there
13 no way to defeat its swift adoption. But
the present rutes are o failure, as has been
aemonstrated.

Suveral times during tho week the rapub-
licans havo tested the present code and
found it brutal in ita tendencies, vownpalling
the employmaut of brutal or ungentlemuanly
force to make it effective, and wholly in-
effective in Hine points of action, My, Bur-
rows demonstrated on two days durlng the
woek that it was impossible for the spoalker
to cut off filibustering without the presiding
oflcer becomes ungentlemanly, I'he present
code has boen deciared by the bLest demo-
cratic purllamentarians to be weak aud a
fallure,

Tnere has Leen a general lamentation
heard tor several days over the action of
Spoaker Crisp toward Mr. Burrows on Tuos-
duy, wheo the member from Michigan, while
attempling with the democratie leador to
arrange a lHmit o the debute on the wool bill
wns, in harsh and unwarranted tones, com-
mundéd to tuke bis sent, The episode almost
took the breath of the house. lven some of
the democrats came over to Mr, Burrows
after the affair was over and told hiw the
treatment accorded him was brutal. It has
always been the rule that the two reprasen-
tatives of the majority and mnority should
agree toward the énd of a long aebate at
what hour the vote should bo takoen, and the
agreemenis woro nlways reached in just tho
fgrm DMessrs. Burrows and McMillin were
omployihg,

Oulte Mifferent feom Mre, Reed,

The fierce and unexpocted tura taken by
the speakdr In poremptorily ordering Mr.
Burrows to take bis seat and not permitting
the usual exchinge of laocas for the purposy
of ronching an nmicable agreement caused
groat surprise,

It nppears row that the interpretation givon
of Speakier Roed's great success in presiding
ovar the house hus veen iif the mind of Mr.
Crisp and the common demoerat in general,
tho exarcise of one mun power, and Spauker
Crisp has como to the conelusion that he will
exevvise that power, whether iv Is given to
him I the rules or vested in the committee
of which he is chairman, His exercise of
that power, or rather interpretation or imita-
tion of Heod ruliugs, wus most pathetically o
failure,

Worse than all, was Speaker Crisp's dls-
piay of temper. He became so angry with
Mr. Burrows, and without provocation,
that he fairly grated his teeth, Jt was
urged against Mpr, Mills whon he wasa
candidnte for the speakership that he was
hot-headod, fractious, and would lose his
hend at eritienl moments in times calling for
coolness. Sovoaker Crisp has outdons iu this
:-L-sa[lmcl. anything lmaginary that was ever
antlelpated of Mr. Mills, Ouce Speaker
Crisp becrmo &0 angry in a  stormy
e in tho house n fow weeks ago, that
it is said he eave s member to understand
that ho would mweet him on the outside, and
netunlly feightenea the member by o mon-
aciug exercise of physieal force, More than
onte memvors under Spesker Crisp have
baen “sawed oft’ mest abruptly and have
feit the menacing force of the |a“|\'slvnl man
in the chair. There is not that smooth, gen-
tlemanly exerviso of power given in a code of
rules that was seén ln an unruly house twe
YOOrs ago. S, 1

STANTON'S CAUSE SUSTAINED

Sherman's Treaty with Johnston 8st Asido
for Good and Suffizient Reasons,

CONCESSIONS MADE THAT WERE NOT SAFE

Secretary Did Not Treat the Warrlor Ui
Justly—~Senntor Sherman's Statemont
Calls Forth o Spleited Answer,

Documents and Letters Ounted Show

Wasmixatos, I €., April 16.—Hon, H. C.
Gorham, as oxecutorof Lthe private papera
of Senntor Stanton, bas weitton the follow-
log lettor to Seantor Sherman, It denls
with a strikiog portiog_of ths senator's
recent nddeess and smbodias sundey histori-
cal documents not heretofore published:

“Hox, Jonx L, Sueisax, Uonrted States
Senator:  Dear Sie—1In your recont address
in New York on tho carcer and public ser-
vice of your illustrious trother, General W.
T. Sherman, vou made the following rofer-
oo to the terma proposed by him for sure-
render of the forees of General Joxeph John-
ston and other commuanders at the close of the
civil war:

*“Lieneral Sherman belleved in and soueht
to earry out the policy of President Lancoln.
The terms of the surrender wero tontative
nna tho conditions were entirely subjoct to
the supervision of the executive authorities,
but instead of being submitted to the genor-
ous and forgiving patriot who had fallen,
they were passed upon in the shadow ef a
great crime, but storn and rolentless ene-
mies, who had mnot consented to tho condi-
tions hiposed by General Grant upon lien-
eral Lee and who would have disrogarded
them had not Gieneral Grant thraatened to
resign upon the refusal to carry out ms
torma. When the arrangement witn Géh-
eral Johuston was submitted to Presicent
Jobnston and  Mr, Sianton, it wns rejocted
with the insulting Intimation thaevit pro-
coeded from ecither cowardica or trouchery.
The old ery acalust General Sherman  was
ngain started, It was even lmputed that he
wonld attempt to  play the pary of a Crom-
well or o military usurper, Tno genorous

kindness of Grant came to his relief. New
toring  were pgreed upon and  the wae
closed,!

Was Not Favored by Lincoln,

“You would have it understood by this
that while Gleneral Sherman engaged in a
l;ruluewortlw and purely military sect, which

'resident Lincoln would have desired to
perform had he lived, ho was set upon and
insulted and s arrangements set asido by
President Jokuston and Edwin Stantun, thon
sagretary of war, In & medn and narrow
spirit of revenge pecause of tho assassination
of Mr. Lincoln, and that at this juncture the
gonerous kindness of Geueral Grant inter-
posed botween him and these allogel ene
mies, and that the two generals agroed on
new terms and ended the war.  You state all
that as though you hoaa approved tcoural
Sherman's course,

W hintever policy Mr. Lineceln might huva
récommended to congress for the restoration

of the confederato states to their relations
with the union, none knew bettor than you
that be would never have undertaken to

usurp the powers of congress on this sub-
jeet, much less to allow o military sub-
ordinate to guide bim in the work by an
authorized arrangement made under the
provision of Jefferson Davis ana his cabioet,

“Mr. Lincoln leftno room for doubt on
this peint, for he gave tho following direc-
tion 1o General Granta fortnight before tho
Sherman-Johnston negotintions:

““Po  Genernl Grant: The president
dlrects me to say that he will bave no confer-
ence with General Lee, unless [t be for the
capltiintion of Leo's uriny or solely for
milltiry mntters, e Instructed me tosay
to ¥you that you are not to decide, discuss, or
conferon uny politiest guestion. Such ques-
tions the presiaent holds o his own hinds
wnd will submit them 1o no wilitary confoer-
ence or convention. Mednwlille, you ure to
preas to tho  uttermost your milltury
wdvintnues,

“CEpwiIN M, STANTON, Secretury of Waer.'

“You will say that Genoral Sherman hod
not heard of tuis order of Mr, Lincoln’s when
hie made his arrangement with dohnston, but
it is nouo the less absolutely true that he
(Lincoln) would have approved of the ar-
rangement. 'T'he general needed no such ad-
monition to teach him that the discussion of
political policies in o militury conference was
gn invasion of eivil authority and outside the

powers of a military commander, Ilo frankiv-

admitted this in a letler W0 Secrotary Stan-
ton, dated April 25, the dayv nfter receiving
the government's approval of his terms, and
sald; ‘I ndmit my folly in embracing Iin a
milltary couvention say civie matters,'

Condomned by General Grant,

“You represented Genersl Grant as com-
1ng to General Sherman's rallef, from which
those not sequatnted with the blstory of the
caso vould supposo that bo approved the
agreement, Whobon vou made this statoment
you must have known that General Grant
condemned General Shermnan's net bofore
cousulting either Presldent Johuston or Sec-
retary Stanton, He wrote to General Sher-
mun acknowledeing the receipt of the ngree-
ment and anid ;L respoctfully submitted it
to the president and sceretury of war and
folt satistied that it could not possioly be ap-
proved.’

“In the same lotter ho states that upon
his suggestion @ cabinet mecting was callea,
the result of which was ‘tho disupproval by
the president of tho basis lald down, by the
disapproval of the negotintions altogether,
excopt for the surrcuder of the army com
mand by General Johnstion, and an order for
the terminovion of the armistice and the re-
sumption of hostilities,’

Stanton:

Why the Terms Were Rojecteds

‘‘Ueneral Grant started immedintely after
adjournmont of the cabinet meoving for
Ralelgh, N, C., and arrived al Sherman's
bendquirters on the 24th to execute the
president’s order. Under this order Sher-
man  gave notico thar hostilides would be
resumed, woereupou Jounston's army wus
surrendered under terms nccorded by Urant,
As n matter of prugence and necessity Mr,
Stianton telegraphod to General John AC Dix,
then in New York, to publish the same day a
copy of the Sherman-Johoston ngreements
and its disapproval by the government, To
It was mppended tho reasons for s disap-
proval. These reasons were ps fullows:

*Flrst—It was ap exerclse of an authority
not vested In Genvral Sherman, und oo its
face shows that both he and Johnston kpew
that Genernl shorman bud no authority to
enter dnto any such arrangemonts

osecond-—-It was o practical sekoowledge-
went of the rebel government

UNed—1t undertook 1o resestabilish the
rébel stute governmwentl that had Leon overs
thrown it the sacrlfi of many thousand
loyul lives and no lwmensy tressory, snd
Muied the arms und wusitions of war'in the
iands of rebels wt their respective capltals,
which might Lo used as soon ws the arnides of
the Uoited States wered sbanded, and used to
conguier and subidue the loyal stietes,

*Fourth—~ly the restorution of rebol au-
thority o thielr respective states they would
be eunbled to ro-estabilsh slsvery.
